In our opinion the accompanying financial state- 
ments present fairly the financial position of the Town 
of Gouldsboro, at January 10, 1967 and the results of 
its operation for the year then ended.

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COMMENTS 
January 11, 1966 to January 10, 1967 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of 
Gouldsboro has been completed for the fiscal year end- 
ed January 10, 1967. Our audit consisted of an examin- 
ation of the records maintained by the municipal 
officials. 


ASSETS 


The general cash balance amounted to $23,282.64 at 
January 10, 1967, of which $12,174.46 was on deposit 
in the Bar Harbor Banking & Trust Company, Bar 
Harbor, Maine, $8,686.89 was on deposit in the Union 
Trust Company, Ellsworth, Maine, and cash on hand 
amounted to $2,471.29. The cash balance at the close 
of the fiscal year was reconciled with statements 
furnished by the depositary banks and cash on hand 
was counted at audit date and reconciled back to the 
end of the fiscal year. 

Accounts Receivable of $2,104.70 represents the 
amount due from the State of Maine for snow removal. 

Taxes Receivable amounted to $4,516.54 at January 
10, 1967, and is as follows:

Unpaid Tax Liens and Tax Acquired Property 
amounted to $3,916.75. Liens were on file with the 
Treasurer-Tax Collector. 

The reserve for uncollectible taxes appears to be 
sufficient to cover any possible losses. 
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DEBT FUND - Deferred Appropriation 


Authority was given the selectmen and treasurer to 
borrow $7,219.10 from the bank to purchase a new 
school bus. This amount was borrowed from the First 
National Bank of Bar Harbor and is due and payable in 
three equal annual installments. 


TRUST FUNDS 


Trust funds principals totaled $6,337.61 and unex- 
pended income amounted to $151.33. These funds are 
represented in savings account deposits, investments 
and an amount due from the general fund. 

Liabilities, Reserves and Surplus - - - The accounts 
payable represent amounts carried over from the prior 
fiscal year. $36.00 is owed to Berthran D. Mercier and 
$28.80 to Beatrice C. Buckley. As far as could be as- 
certained all amounts owed by the Town had been paid 
before the end of the fiscal year. 

The departmental operating accounts showed a new 
unexpended balance of $1,271.48, representing various 
operating account balances and overdrafts. Some of 
the operating account balances are carried forward to 
the ensuing year in accordance with legal require- 
ments and or customary practice. 

The unappropriated surplus amounted to $33,207.93, 
an increase of $5,501.55 over the preceding fiscal year. 
The increase was due mostly to net unexpended ap- 
propriation accounts lapsed, excise tax collections and 
overlay. At a special town meeting the townspeople 
authorized the selectmen to use $3,300.00 from surplus 
to purchase a snow plow and wing. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


While our examination did not include a detailed 
audit of the years transactions, we did make an ex- 
tensive check of receipts and disbursements for the en- 


| 
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tire year. Our examination did not include an audit of 
the school lunch program. 

The system of internal control was reviewed as per- 
tained to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. We would recommend that the treas- 
urer deposit all receipts in the different bank accounts 
intact. 

We found the town records up-to-date and in order. 
Invoices and other data was on file at the selectman’s 
cffice. 

Surety bond coverage was reviewed and also insur- 
ance coverage on Town owned property.

Since September there has been a high enrollment 
of 210 students which currently has dropped to 198. 
The lack of room forced us to have a combination of 


- grades 7-8 with an enroliment that reached 40 stu- 


dents at one point. This, of course, made a very over- 
crowded condition in the school’s all-purpose room. 
Therefore, it appears that some construction must be 
undertaken and there is an article in the Warrant for 
that purpose. 
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In addition to the combination of grades 7-8 there 
are other classrooms where a few more students would 
lead to overcrowding and possible division of grades. 


The elementary programs at Gouldsboro are func- 
tioning fairly smoothly and I feel that we have a very 
fine teaching staff as a whole. We hope that conditions 
will continue to improve so that your children may 
have the best education possible. The elementary pro- 
gram could be improved by the addition of a kinder-

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The six towns comprising the Flanders Bay Com- 
munity School District have some mutual problems 
that are of vital concern to all towns and to the future 
of the children within these towns. 

Our first concern should be for improving the edu- 
cational opportunities and advantages of our young 
people with the hopes of having an accredited second- 
ary school at Sumner Memorial High School. I believe 
the faculty at Sumner High to be strong and for the 
most part they are each striving to do the best possible 
for the young people under their direction. The pro- 
gram of study compares favorably with most schools 
of its size and We are in hopes of improving the cur- 
riculum even more so that the education of your chil- 
dren may be broadened. 

Before this is possible, however, there are education- 
al advantages that must be newly introduced to the 
school and others that should be improved upon. In a 
day of rapidly advancing educational standards, the 
so-called “frills” of the past become a ‘“‘necessity” for 
the future. No matter how remote the area or how 
small the school, the truth remains that these children, 
throughout their lives, will be competing with individ- 
uals who have attended school in larger areas and who 
have been subjected to a more complete educational 
background. 

With this fact in mind, I offer the following com- 
ments on “musts” for Sumner Memorial High: 1. Li- 
brary facilities and a librarian. 2. Add to and improve 
the music program. 3. The addition of a Guidance 
Counselor to the staff. (This should be extended down 
into the grades) 4. Additional personnei in the Mathe-_ 
matics department. 5. Expansion in the Commercial 
Department so that it may be recognized as a Voca- 
tional Course by the Department of Education, there- 
by making it possible to train students in the operation 
of modern machines now being used in most offices, 
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banks and industry. 6. A new identity for the Home 
Economics and Industrial Arts Courses. The program 
of studies in these areas should be attractive enough 
to encourage better students to enroll in the courses. 
From these courses he should get the subject back- 
ground for college entrance so that he may enter the 
school of his choice in a specialized field. It is fine to 
have a year or two of general training in these areas 
for all students but the last two years should be for 
vocational purposes. It is my sincere hope that these 
two departments may be recognized for their worth 
instead of considered a place for students who have no 
wish for furthering their education, or for individuals 
with a lesser degree of intelligence. 7. There should be 
consideration given to providing an adequate kitchen 
and an area for eating. This room might also serve as 
a music room and a study hall. 8. We should adopt a 
' salary scale for teachers in all of the towns, and, we 
must improve the schedule at Flanders as it is now 
impossible to employ teachers at the minimum of that 
‘scale, and we will soon begin to lose teachers as the 
scale does not compare favorable with those in other 
towns. 

There are presently bills in this session of the legis- 
lature, which, if enacted, will make it mandatory to 
offer a program for five year old children. At present 
there are overcrowded conditions at Gouldsboro, Win- 
ter Harbor and Sullivan. If it becomes mandatory to 
offer a program for five year olds, there will be over- 
crowded conditions in all towns with the exception of 
Sorrento. Should the towns be forced to build on their 
own capital, it will cost more per town to supply need- 
ed space in the individual towns than it would cost ta 
expand at Flanders Bay Community School District as 
State Aid is available to the District for additions to 
the school. 

My first recommendation for providing the needed 
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space for a better program would be the formation of 
a school administrative district in which we would re- 
ceive about 44% building aid and a bonus of 10% on 
yur operating costs. This plan was not met with favor 
in some of the towns. The second best plan, in my esti- 
mation, is the enlargement of Sumner High to provide 
extra space there and to build room enough to house 
grades 7-8. Under this plan we would receive building 
aid of 44%. This plan was also defeated at special 
town meetings. . 

If we accept this decision as final, there remains 
nothing else to do but to have individual towns build on 
their own, and this perhaps will mean no additional 
space at Sumner High. Such action would be extremely 
unwise, especially if the towns not offering a kinder- 
garten program should be required to build another 
classroom for this purpose. 

It has been a pleasure. to work with the Superintend- 
ing School Committee and Trustees of the Flanders 
Bay Community School District. Basically, we have 
the same common interest--to furnish the students 
with the best possible educational opportunities: We 
trust that we may receive the cooperation of all towns,‘ 
and the citizens of these towns, so that our interests | 
may become actualities at the most advantageous fin- 
ancial arrangements for all concerned. 

The trustees have had a new stainless steel sink 
installed in the cafeteria, and during the: Christmas 
vacation the gymnasium was given two coats of paint. » 
| believe everyone appreciates the ‘‘new look”. Because 
of annual improvements, renovation to the Laboratory, 
and the Addition of the new Shop, the Trustees are 
now holding property in excess of the amount original-. 
ly authorized. Therefore, the towns should vote to in- - 
crease the value of property that the trustees can hold 
to $300,000.00 and if there is any possibility of adding — 
classrooms. for high school students the value should 
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be increased to $500,000.00. You would, in no way, be 
commiting yourselves to a building program by takin 
this vote. ,

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NURSING SERVICE REPORT 


I herewith submit a brief report of the service 
rendered the town of Gouldsboro by the Flanders Bay 
Health and T. B. Association for the period beginning 
January 1, 1966, and ending December 31, 1966. 


A complete school health program, consisting of 
routine school inspection of grade pupils, immunization 
clinics for both school and pre-school children to pro- 
tect them against polio, diphtheria, whooping cough, 
tetanus, and smallpox was conducted. A Measles clinic 
was held at the Rec. Center in Sullivan; oral polio vac- 
cine is now being used at all clinics. 


The Union’s new audiometer is proving very use- 
ful. Routine testing is given students entering school 
for the first time, 8th graders, and Seniors. Pupils re- 
ferred by the teachers and pupils transferring from 
other schools are also tested. 


The State X-Ray T. B. Clinic at Ellsworth has 
been discontinued. School personnel now have to be x- 
rayed or receive a negative Mantoux test. An arrange- 
ment was set up by Dr. Elliot Stadler with the Ells- 
worth Hospital for school personnel to be x-rayed for 
$9.00 each. Pupils who work in the lunch rooms of the 
various schools receive the Tine test; all were negative 
for. Bt

Department during a strep throat epidemic. Dr. Stad- 
ler from the Medical Center held a meeting for the 
parents of those found positive in our Union, and they 
were given medication at a reduced cost. 


SUMNER HIGH NEWS 


All the entering class, as well as pupils going out 
for sports, received a physical examination by Dr. 
Stadler. Urine testing was added to the program. Not- 
ices of any abnormalities were sent to the parents. 


The upper three classes received the hearing test- 
197 students. Seniors and some teachers received the 
Tine test for T. B. The positives were x-rayed at Ells- 
worth Hospital. No active T. B. was found. 248 pupils 
received a vision test given by the nurse. 


During the year, 9,534 miles have been traveled 
by the nurse in connection with clinics, home visits 
for the five-town Union, visits to give treatment and 
medication as ordered by the doctor. Visits were also 
made to pupils once cared for by the nurse who are 
now at Maplecrest or Urann Nursing Homes.
